3. (Three Times Amended) Absorbent article according to claim 1, wherein the

hydrophilic material in the liquid-pervious surface layer primarily consists of hydrophilic, 
absorbent fibers including cellulose fibers, cotton, rayon, jute, or peat moss. 



5. (Three Times Amended) Absorbent article according to claim 1, wherein the 
hydrophobic material in the liquid-pervious surface layer primarily consists of hydrophobic 
fibers including polypropylene fibers, polyethylene fibers, polyester fibers, or hydrophobic 
bi-component fibers.
